The first annual convention of the association fol 
lowing the meeting mentioned above took place at 


the Planters’ Hotel in St. Louis, October 9, 10, 11 
and 12, 1905. At this meeting John A. Schlener of 
Minneapolis was elected president. Mr. Schlener died 


November 5, 1908. Other officers elected included 
John A. Walker of Jersey City, William J. Kennedy of 
St. Louis and Theodore L. C. Gerry of New York, 
first, second and third vice-presidents respectively ; 
R. J. Smith of Minneapolis, secretary ; Abner K. Pratt 
of Boston, treasurer, and Henry C. Bainbridge of 
Brooklyn, auditor. 

Following a successful year of work, the second an 
nual convention was held at the Hotel Astor in New 
York, June 19, 20, 21 and 22, 1906, thus departing 
from the custom of the two preceding conventions of 
meeting in the fall of the year. The plan of holding 
the convention in the summer was followed for the 
three succeeding years, when it was found more desir 
able to return to the plan of holding conventions in 
the cooler weather of the fall months, an exception 
being made, however, at Omaha in 1912. At this con 
vention Charles H. Mann of Philadelphia was elected 
president; Frank B. Towne of Holyoke, Mass.; D. S. 
Sperry of St. Paul, Minn., and Millington Lockwood

The Store. 

T IS necessary to begin any really useful 
| department of sales-suggestion with a 
truism. Truisms are what every one is for 
getting. Truisms are so true that we ig- 
nore them 

\ store is a place w here goods are sold 
This particular obvious fact is chosen be- 
cause the appearance of so many retail 
stores still gives it the polite negative 
Some stores are arranged on a theory of 
merchandising. Some, on an invariable tra 
dition. Some, on the daily whim or caprice 
of the arranger. Display of goods is, more 
seldom than many of us realize, a matter ot 
chance or impulse. It is haphazard adver 
tising—bricks of display without straw of 
intelligent analysis and choice 

The first essential idea in a display is the 
principle of grouping. Certain lines belong 
together. Certain articles are naturally and 
normally purchased together. It is more 
than a matter of common use—such as sta 
tionery and pencils, pen and ink, desks and 
chairs. It is association in the buyer's 
mind. There are certain things known to 
the experienced salesman as buying habits 
One day he thinks in pints, so to speak: 
the next week, perhaps, in gallons. Both 
kinds of buyer, in all gradations, enter 
your store daily. Adopting the milk meta- 
phor, you will naturally desire to sell both 
gallons and pints. Group the pint products 
apart from the gallon products. Do not be 
ashamed to run a five-and-ten cent depart- 
ment, and to put a strong accent on it to 
the extent of a capable salesman 

\ very nice theory of store arrangement 
came into vogue a few seasons ago. It pic- 
tured the prospect as entering the estab- 
lishment very much as a man goes into a 
haberdasher’s to buy a necktie. The laud- 
able aim was to sell him an entire outfit 
So desks were fitted up with all the things 
that are ever used at desks You might 
describe the service as table d‘hote rather 
than a la carte. 

It was a beautiful theory, but like many 
theories, it ran directly counter to the fact 
that the prospect had his own initial ideas 
as to what he wanted. It is much easier to 
lead a prospect to the honest game of bar- 
ter than to drive him. There is doubtless 
a logical connection between the oak of 
the roll-top or the mahogany of the office 
table and the ink eraser that is used on it 
But, practically speaking, men are mort 
apt to be purchasing rolltops without eras 
ers

Teachers were quick to see all this and the outcome is 
something marvelous. Whole states are organized for 
speed work on the machine. North Carolina has a state 
trophy which is competed for annually by the high schools 
of that state. The contests are held at each school on a 
given date, the matter to be used is sent to the mayor of 
each city and he carries it to the school and presides at 
the contest. All the work is sent to one head and the 
cup awarded to the winning school team for one year. 

Illinois has something similar. During the year the 
high schools hold individual contests and decide upon 
the students who shall represent those schools at the 
annual state fair which is held in September, and at that 
fair the final contest for state hon- 
ors is held under the supervision of 
the state Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, 

The commercial schools of New 
England are banded together to the 
number of some thirty schools and 
in each there is a contest held every 
three months, the work being sent 
to the officers of the association and 
then forwarded to the International 
Contest Manager. 

The Connecticut schools, both 
high and commercial, are organized 
and hold a contest at the annual 
convention in February. 

Utah holds an annual contest 
open to the schools of that and the 
surrounding states and the competi- 
tion is as keen as if the “world 
series” baseball pennant depended 
upon it 

Indiana holds a yearly high school 
contest with more than a thousand 
pupils participating. And so I 
might go on indefinitely—Colorado, 
Kansas, Lower California, Arizona, 
Lower Michigan and many other

of Selling Liberty Bonds. 


N THE Septembe r issue of “The Nation’s | siness,” 
| George Ed. Smith, president of the Royal Typewriter 
Company and president of the Sales Managers’ Associa- 
tion of New York, advocates strongly a change in the 
methods of distributing Liberty Bonds, or rather an ex- 
pansion of the opportunities for purchasing these securi- 


ties. Mr. Smith says that the time may soon be here when 


Liberty Bonds will be sold over the counter of the butcher 
shop with the steaks and chops, over the counter of the 
grocery store with the sugar and tea, over the counter of 
the hardware store with the chicken netting and the nails, 


for these are the ordinary channels of exchange. Through 
these channels the money of the people flows and these 


1 


sources will soon have to be tapped if this nation is to 


continue spending 30 million dollars a day for war. One 
can avoid one’s banker and keep away from the post 
office, but one cannot escape one's grocer, one’s druggist, 
one’s haberdasher and all the other dealers in the things 
one has to buy. One suggestion presented to the Treas- 
ury Department for the effective selling of Liberty Bonds 
is the utilization of the army of more than a million 


trained traveling salesmen—an army which right now has 


a system that reaches virtually every merchant in the 
United States whose line necessitates placing orders for 


goods. 
The idea outlined by Mr. Smith in his article is that 

when a salesman of a great hardware company calls on a 

customer and sells him five thousand dollars worth of 

goods there is no reason why he should not at the same 

time sell that merchant a liberal quota of bonds, which 

the merchant can resell over the counter to his customers. 
' 


Supporters of this plan, it is pointed out, believe 
1 result in the 


bonds penetrating to the remotest, the smallest and the

it were put into general operation, it woul 
most inaccessible tributaries of trade and that it would 
tap the savings of the people with a minimum ot! ense 
and effort by the government. 

Continuing, Mr. Smith said: 

“It is believed, too, that this method of selling would 


greatly extend the effectiveness of the War Savings Cer- 
tificate plan, which is now being considered by the Gov 
ernment. This plan, so far as its details have been made 
public, amounts to selling through the post es of the 
country, certificates ranging as low as a dollar, and per- 
haps even down to twenty-five cents. These, at a speci 
fied date, would be redeemable at an amount sufhciently 
greater than what was paid for them to yield, say, four 
per cent interest per annum. 
“Of course the purpose of this would be to enable the 
I 1STl n 


poor man, with a dollar in his pocket and pa 


his heart, to invest that dollar on the spot, while h 


it. It would even enable children to turn over their small 
treasures to their country. A similar plan has worked in 
England; and there seems to be no good reason why it 
should not work here

In this column we present a view of a part of the 
stationery store of F. S. Timmins at Elkhart, Ind. The 
Timmins Stationery Company, of which Mr. Timmins is 
the sole proprietor, was established May 1, 1893, when 
the owner was about seventeen years of age. He has 
continuously conducted the business and he has devel- 
oped it into one of the recognized book, stationery and 


office equipment stores of Northern Indiana and South- 


ern Michigan. The store is one hundred feet deep with 
a basement the same size as the upper room. The base- 


ment is equipped with merchandise bins, twenty inches 
square. On the second floor are two large display rooms 
for desks, office chairs and filing furniture. Mr. Timmins’ 
line includes a wide variety of merchandise and covers 
the whole field of commercial stationery. He specializes 
somewhat on greeting cards, party stationery and fine 
engraving. In addition to his stationery line he handles 
cigars and smokers’ articles. His greeting card depart- 
ment is handled by means of a six-wing rack bearing 
samples of each style of card in stock. This fixture, hav- 


ing six wings and each wing having two sides, gives

twelve broad spaces for the display of stock. Each wing 
sheet is 20x30 inches. The fixture was made originally 
for a display of paint and varnish samples by a St. Louis 
manufacturer. Each wing on either side will hold from 
35 to 40 cards, depending upon the size of the samples, 
On the six-wing feature used by Mr. Timmins, 450 sam 
ples of greeting cards are exhibited, each card being put 


on with one No. 2 '%-inch brass round head sharp point

H ERALDRY as it is used by many engravers, station-

Usually there ts also a ribbon beneath the sheld, bear- 
ing the family motto. 

Some families also have supporters for the shield. 
These supporters are the figures of man or beast, at either 
side of the shield, and holding the same erect 

Now there may be also a mantle or lambrequit Chis 
is a conventionalized ornament of the same colors as the 


wreath and forming a background for the shield 


It would be incorrect to use the shield without the crest 
if there was one, alfhough the crest may be correctly used

Should the die be intended for the use of a lady, the

[he Corona Bulletin for August makes the pertinent 
suggestion that since so many office appliance men are 
doing business with military officers, it is highly advisable 
to know how to determine the rank of an officer by his 


shoulder marks. Walter A. Chambers sent through Fred 


ciating the distinguishing marks of rank with the ranks 
to which they apply. It is pointed out that the commis- 
sioned officer in the United States army receives his com- 
mission from the Secretary of War or the President. 
Commissioned officers are all those above the rank of 
sergeant. Sergeants and corporals are non-commissioned 
officers warranted by the regimental and post command- 
ers Between the commissioned ofhcers and non-com- 
missioned officers are the cadets—students at West Point 
and officers’ training camps—who are preparing them- 
selves for commissions. Here is the story told to friends 
of officers who visit them at army posts, giving an easy 
way to comprehend the different marks of distinction 
among officers of different grades. 

The story relates that a second lieutenant is entering

The lower branches are always 
larkest in color as they are hidden from the sun, so he 
throws away the bars and places on each shoulder a leaf 
from the lower branches of the tree. Then he is a major 
and wears a gold or bronze leaf. 

\fter a while he gets au accurate view of everything 
possible from the low branches of the tree and he climbs 
ip to where he can see a leaf lighter in color. Then he 
is promoted to leutenant colonel and wears a silver leaf 
Then as he rests in the top of the tree, he looks around 
and sees an eagle flying in the distance. As the sun casts 
its rays on the eagle, he is transformed into a myriad of
